heare, and determine all complaints agai ſ any 
Elder,of ignorance and ſcandall, withinthe de- 
ſcription of ignorance and ſcandall-hereaſter- 
mentioned.

And ſhall bave,power to approve the perſon 


ſo eleQted, in calezq juſt exception, asaforeſaid, 
ſhall be proved aWhiſt him. But if he ſhall upon 
juſt proofe be found ignorant or ſcandalous; as 
aforelaid;then to remove him. Andif any of the 
faid Elders ſhall be adjudged to be removed, as
